UNCLASSIFIED 
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BETWEEN CAIRO AND ALEXANDRIA ABLE TO TAKE 707'S. 

PRESIDENT SADAT CAME DOWN FROM ALEXANDRIA IN UHAT 
AMOUNTED TO A SIGNIFICANT GESTURE SINCE HE MUCH 
PREFERS TO STAY BY THE SEASHORE. HE AND MR. VANCE MET AT 
ANOTHER ONE OF MR. SADAT’S MANY GUEST HOUSES-THIS ONE 
A BEAUTIFUL STUCCO BUILDING ON A PLANTATION. 

32. 1630— MR. SADAT HAS ALWAYS BEEN FASCINATED WITH
